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4. (Original)! The method of claim 3, wherein the mat includes a plurality of 
pixels, each pixel having a pixel value. 

5. (Original) 1 The method of claim 4, wherein identifying the picture portion of 
the frame image inclupes setting each pixel in the mat that corresponds to the picture 
portion of the frame iqiage to a first pixel value. 

6. (Original) tThe method of claim 2, wherein identifying the picture portion of 
the frame image includes identifying the outer perimeter of the picture portion of the 
frame image. 

7. (Original) Tife method of claim 1 , wherein the picture portion of the frame 
image has a quadrilateral tehape and the method further includes identifying the picture 
portion of the frame imagA including identifying the four corners of the picture portion. 

8. (Original) The if^ethod of claim 1 , further comprising displaying the frame 
prototype image. 

9. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the texture mapping 
includes modifying a texture value at a pixel by the original pixel value of the picture 
image to generate the frame prototype image mapping th e pioturo imago to th e pictur e 
portion of th e fram e image inokityos textur e mapping th e pioturo imago to th e pictur e 
portion of th e frame i mago . 

10. (Original) The method fif claim 1, wherein the mapping the picture image to 
the picture portion of the frame image includes mapping the picture image to the picture 
portion of the frame image using the Rumination of the picture portion of the frame 
image. 

1 1 . (Original) The method of c!a\pi 1, wherein the frame image is captured using 
a digital camera. 

1 2. (Currently Amended) A computer program product tangibly embodied in 
a computer-readable medium, for generating a frame prototype image showing a picture 
image framed within a frame, comprising instructions operable to cause a computer to: 

receive the picture image; 
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store a frame image showing the frame in a perspective view and a mat identifying 
the picture portion of the frame image; and 

texture map the picture image to the picture portion of the frame image in order to 
generate the frame prototypelimage. 




13. (Original) The computer program product of claim 12 further comprising 
instructions operable to cause flie computer to generate the map. 

14. (Original) The computer program product of claim 13 further comprising 
instructions operable to cause the computer to generate the map by identifying the picture 
portion of the frame image. 

15. (Original) The computer program product of claim 1 2 ftirthcr comprising 
instructions operable to cause the iompulcr lo identify the picture portion of the frame 
image by identifying the outer perimeter of the picture portion of the frame image. 

16. (Currently Amended) V A system for generating a frame prototype image 
showing a picture image framed withfri a frame, the system comprising: 

a client computer in communication with a computer network; 

a server, in communicution with a\computer network, having server software 
embodied in a computer-readable medrum\the server software comprising instructions 
operable to cause the server to: 

receive the picture image from the client computer; 

store a frame image showing the frame Bp a perspective view and a mat identifying 
the picture portion of the frame image; and 

texture map the picture image to the picture^ portion of the frame image in order to 
generate the frame prototype image; 
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wherein the client computer includes client software embodied in a computer- 
readable medium, the client software comprising instructions operable to cause the client 
computer to upload the picture image to the server. 

1 7. (Currently Amended) W method of generating a visual representation of an 
image based product, the method comprising: 

providing an image to be included in the image based product; 

providing a perspective image shewing the image based product in a perspective 
view, the perspective image having a picture portion corresponding to the portion of the 
image based product used to view a picture mounted on the image based product; and 

texture mapping the image to the picture portion of the perspective image in order 
to generate the perspective prototype image 

18. (Original) The method of claim l^vherein the image based product is a 
framed picture. 

19. (Original) The method of claim 17 wherein the image based product is a 
photocard. 

20. (Original) The method of claim 17 wherein the image based product is a 
photo greeting card. 

21. (Original) The method of claim 20 whereih the method includes displaying 
the perspective image in an environment that provides ^context for viewing the image 

based product. 

REMARKS 

The Office Action mailed August 4, 2003 rejected claims 1-9, 11-15, 17-19 and 21 under 
35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Oles (6,047,130), Claim 10 was rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Olcs (6,047,130) in view of Kurashige (5,282,262). 
Claim 16 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Oberg (5,870,771) in 
view of Oles. 
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
